L. Berry by a vote of 163,922 to 
92,771. Returns are incomplete.

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EQUAL OPPORTUNITY ONLY LACK 

Now that the nation has been permitted to 
assimilate the pronouncement of President 
Roosevelt that the south is the “No. 1 Economic 
Problem,” it is well for southerners to examine 
his statements and determine whether or not 
the region has need of a tailormade brain-trust 
program or whether it will continue to advance, 
as it has done, by the independent efforts of 
its people and by rectification of injustices that 
have beset these efforts. 


It may be well to ask whether the New Deal 
has not created a part of the trouble by actions 
which have intensified the difficulties of the 
south in the years prior to the discovery the 
section had become a problem in unbalance.

For many years enlightened lead- 
ers have fought for diversification, and by a 
process of education have been winning out. 
Diversification is slowly overtoming the one- 
crop system, Yet the President permitted the 
middle-western congressional bloc to hamper 
this trend by inserting in the crop-control law 
a provision that restricts the development of 
the dairying industry in a section where greater 
consumption of these products is a primary 
health need. 

It is said that lower wages have deprived 
southern workers of buying powers equal to 
those of other sections. Yet wages are paid on 
the value of the goods produced by the la- 
borer. This value at the point of manufacture is 
measured, in part, by the cost of placing the 
finished goods at the point lof consumption. 
Has the President interceded in the efforts of 
the south to secure equal freight rate advan- 
tages with other sections? No. But he did force 
through congress a wage law which can only 
have the effect of strangling industrial de- 
velopment in the south.

There are 700 farm homes in Lamar, Pike, 
Monroe and Upson counties, where the forth- 
coming visit of President.

MAJOR GENERAL FRANK R. McCOY 


Because he has reached the age of 64, which 
makes retirement from active army service 
mandatory, Major General Frank R. McCoy, one 
of the ablest commanders in U. S. Army service, 
is now retired. In this case, at least, the statu- 
tory limitation on age for active service works 
a distinct loss upon the army itself. . 

Few officers have shown as great ability, 
both in the strictly military phase of activity 
and in those more subtle areas of statesmanship 
into which he was, from time to time, called, 
as General McCoy. He has distinguished him- 
self in every office he has held and in every 
duty to which he has been assigned. He is 
remarkably young for his age and more vigorous 
than many men whose years number far fewer 
than his. It is to be hoped, for the benefit of 
the country, that when new crises arise calling 
for a leader, and not a politician, that the 
Washington powers-that-be will remember 
Frank McCoy. His gifts can yet be used to the 
inestimable benefit of the nation. 

He began his army career in Cuba, in 1899. 
He rose steadily in rank and in appointments 
of responsibility. Atlanta remembers him well 
and delightfully, from his service here as com- 
mander of the Fourth Corps Area from October, 
1927, to February, 1932. 

His army service, however, was from time 
to time interrupted by appointment to im- 
portant governmental services. He served as 
secretary of the Moro Province in the Philip- 
pines. He was personal aide to President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt and later to Secretary of War 
Taft. He was a member of the after-war 
American mission to the Near East and in 1927 
President Coolidge sent him to Nicaragua to 
take charge of the elections there. He was 
chairman of the Commission of Inquiry and 
Conciliation between Bolivia and Paraguay in 
1929 and two years later was a member of the 
Lytton commission sent to Manchuria by the 
League of Nations. 

Quiet, self-possessed, charming and yet with 
tremendous strength of personality, he is the 
very opposite of the Prussian type of army of- 
ficer. He is studious, analytical and reflective, 
yet never afraid to act when action is required. 
He has always been notable for his inteiligence 
and common sense and for his unswerving de- 
votion to the tenets of abstract justice. 

His retirement leaves a gap in the personnel 
of army command which will be difficult to 
fill and which will always remain in the mem- 
ory of fellow officers and a grateful country.

Japanese Claim Their Shells 
Broke Up Soviet-Russian 
Formation.

Japanese Ambassador Mamoru 
Sigemitsu that Russia still regards 
the Japanese as aggressors and 
that there could be no negotiation 
so long as “even a single Japanese 
soldier remains on Soviet terri- 
tory.”’) 
Red Forces Arrayed. 

The situation was still tense. 
The Japanese said the Russian 
forces were arrayed along a four- 
mile front. The Japanese ex- 
pressed belief the Russians in- 
tended to attempt envelopment of 
Changkufeng.

JAPANESE CONFIDENT 
WARFARE WILL END 

TOKYO, Aug. 5.—(4)—Soviet 
artillery blasted at Japanese posi- 
tions along the Siberian frontier 
while the Japanese foreign office 
tonight radiated optimism that the 
“vest pocket” border war soon 
would be settled by arbitration. 

“We are hopeful of a speedy set- 
tlement,” said the foreign office 
spokesman after receiving reports 
on Japanese Ambassador Mamoru 
Shigemitsu’s Moscow conference 
yesterday with Maxim Litvinoff, 
Soviet commissar of foreign af- 
fairs. 

The Japanese army reported 
Soviet guns at half-hour intervals 
were steadily bombarding Japan- 
ese positions at Changkufeng near 
the spot where the borders of Man- 
choukuo and Korea join the Sibe- 
rian frontier. 

An unspecified number of Soviet 
planes, Japanese said, crossed the 
border but were driven back by 
anti-aircraft fire. The army de- 
clared anti-aircraft guns were the 
only ones fired by the Japanese 
answering the Russian maneuvers,

Meanwhile, incomplete and un- 
official reports from the state’s 
tobacco markets showed slightly 
lower prices yesterday. Average 
prices ranged from 24 cents a 
pound at Vidalia, Hazlehurst and 
Metter, to 20.40 cents at Nashville. 
Top prices ranged from 39 cents 
at Hahira, 38 cents at Nashville to 
lows of 4 cents at Nashville and 
6 cents at Hahira. 

Sales Supervisor Walter Apple- 
white at Moultrie, where the aver- 
age price declined yesterday to 
21.91 cents from 24.68 cents the 
day before, attributed the lower 
prices to selling of considerable 
wet tobacco.

‘Men, Planes Involved in Ef- 
| fort To Prevent Cheap 


| Victory. 
| HANKOW, Aug. 5.—The 
nese-Japanese war has become a 
kind of research laboratory for 
‘several hundred Russian fliers and 
their Russian-built planes. 
They—men and machines—are 
involved, without heroics or fan- 
fare, in an effort toward further 
perfection of the science of aerial 


warfare for the Soviet Union and | 


to prevent Japan from scoring a 
cheap, decisive victory. 

Well trained, well- 
strictly disciplined, the Russian 
airmen work for little materia! 
compensation, no public recogni- 
tion when they win and live an 
no expectation of eulogy 
they lose and die. 

Such is the lot of the foreigners 
who do most of China's aerial 
fighing and constitute the most po- 
tent part of the Chinese air corps. 

Their daily bombing and straf- 
ing expeditions make it difficult 
and costly for the Japanese to push 
up the Yangtze valley toward Han- 
kow.

SOCIAL CONDITIONS 


High Ideals Should Be 
Put to Work. 


The ideals of Georgians in poli- 
tics, religion and social thinking 
ere high ideals, but so far the sur- 
face has not been scratched in 
putting these ideals into practice, 


Dr. Arthur Raper, professor of 
sociology at Agnes Scott College, 
said in an address last night be- 
fore members of the Citizens’ Fact 
Finding Movement. . 

Speaking on religious, civic and 
social conditions in Georgia, the 
sociologist pointed out that eco- 
nomic conditions and _ religious 
conditions are inextricably bound 
together. He said there is “no 
doubt but that churches are form- 
ed and operated on a class basis 
today in Georgia and elsewhere.” 

He said that while negro ten- 
ancy is decreasing in the state, the 
number of white tenant f rmers 
has increased during the past dec- 
ade. He declared, “We have too 
many people in cities where there 
are the least number of cows, the 
least number of physicians and the 
least number of ballot boxes.”” 

First Anniversary. 

The meeting was in celebration 
of the first anniversary of the fact- 
'finding movement, which was es- 
'tablished at a similar meeting 4 
‘year ago. Leaders in every branch 
‘of endeavor in Georgia were 
‘present. W. J. Andrews, president 
of the Georgia Education Associa- 
tion, presided. 


year, it was pointed out, a survey 
has been conducted on some phase 
of life in Georgia—ranging from a 
survey of education to one on 
health. Each survey has been ac- 
cepted by citizens of the state as 
being authentic pictures of condi- 
tions in Georgia today, it was said.
